POSSIBLE EXCLUSION OF ISRAEL FROM UN HABITAT CONFERENCE - 

SYG WALDHEIM TOLD AMB SCALI HIS CONFIDENTIAL ASSESSMENT, AFTER 
TALKING TO SYG'S OF ESCAP AND ECWA, WAS THAT UPCOMING VANCOUVER 
HABITAT CONFERENCE WOULD REFUSE TO BAR ISRAELI REP FROM ATTENDING 
MEETING. HE THOUGHT IT LIKELY PREPARATORY COMMISSION IN CAIRO 
WOULD PARALLEL TEHRAN RECOMMENDATION, BUT WAS CONFIDENT BOTH 
LA AND EUROPEAN REGIONAL GROUPS WOULD TAKE OPPOSITE STAND; 

THUS, TWO REGIONAL GROUPS WILL VOTE FOR AND TWO AGAINST ISRAELI 
ATTENDANCE, MAKING IT LIKELY CONFERENCE WILL ALLOW ISRAELI 
PARTICIPATION. SCALI SUGGESTED THAT IF CAIRO VOTED SAME AS 
TEHRAN IT WOULD CREATE BANDWAGON EFFECT THAT WOULD INFLUENCE 
OVERALL VOTE AT VANCOUVER, AND HE EMPHASIZED SERIOUSNESS OF

SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION - 

BRITISH INDICATED FURTHER PREPARATION AND DRAFTING BY G-27 
HAS NOW RESULTED IN STATEMENT OF GOALS TO BE ACHIEVED AT 
SEVENTH SPECIAL GA WHICH UK EXPECTS WILL BE INFORMALLY DISCUSSED 
AT ECOSOC. DRAFT, NOW BEING CIRCULATED IN NEW YORK, ALSO 
PROVIDES FOR SPECIFIC TIME FRAMES FOR ACHIEVEMENT OF THOSE 
GOALS. IT DEALS WITH INTERNATIONAL TRADE, FINANCIAL DEVELOPMENT, 
MONETARY REFORM, SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, AND IT IS POSSIBLE 
G-27 MAY ADD SECTIONS ON INDISTRIAL DEVELOPMENT AND UN 
STRUCTURAL REFORM. USUN UNDERSTANDS G-77 ASSUMING US WILL 
SUPPLY SIMILAR PAPER ELABORATING ITS IDEAS ON CONTENT OF

REVIEW AND APPRAISAL - 

BRITISH HOPE TO SEE ENTIRE REVIEW AND APPRAISAL DOCUMENTATION 
REFERRED TO 30TH GA WITHOUT ACTION BY ECOSOC IN GENEVA AND 
THUS AVOID CONTENTIOUS G-77 DRAFT REVISION OF DEVELOPMENT 
STRATEGY AT THIS STAGE. THEY FEAR THAT RAISING ISSUE 
IN ECOSOC WOULD LEAD G-77 TO PUSH ITS REVISION AS PRESENTED 
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FINAL DAY OF REVIEW AND APPRAISAL COMITE MEETING. SUCH 
REFERRAL TO 30TH GA MIGHT BE ACCEPTABLE TO G-77, WHICH 
CONSISTENTLY OPPOSES ANALYTICAL REPORT WHICH LIKELY REFLECT 
SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS IN DECADE BY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 
UNDERCUTTING TO DEGREE LDC ACROSS-THE-BOARD DEMANDS. 

LDC'S BELIEVE DISCUSSION AT SEVENTH SPECIAL GA MUST FOCUS

PEACEKEEPING - 

FEDOROV (USSR) MADE STRONG STATEMENT TO US, UK AND FRENCH 
MISOFFS TO EFFECT THAT US VIEWS ON PEACEKEEPING GUIDLINES 
AMOUNT TO DE FACTO REVISION OF CHARTER AND COULD FURTHER 
STIMULATE ENTHUSIASM OF CHARTER REVISION PROPONENTS. 

BRITISH DENIED ANY LINK BETWEEN PEACEKEEPING COMITE AND
